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LILIUM SPECTOSUM RUBRUM. 
THE PINK SHOWY LILY. 


Last fall,when bulbs from Holland were hinted at,we gave 
an order for a considerable number of these Lilies.But,while 
Tulips and Daffodils and others duly arrived,no word came on 
the Lilies,and not until the very last of December,did they 
finally arrive, beautiful, large,clean looking,with roots intact. 
We have them in our new storage,end they can be sent you at 
any time.If carefully planted,they are sure to flower this fall. 


Lilium speciosum is the Showy Lily.This is 6 brighter form 
with the deep pink coloring laid on lavishly.A fully developed 
stem of blooms is a beautiful sight,often with eight or ten 
Turks-cap like flowers nearly five inches across,delightfully 
fragrant,long lasting and fine for cutting.Best of all,the 
normal flowering period is from late August,thru September.The 
flower buds will resist a moderate frost,and it is rarely that 
a stem doesn't fully develop its blossoms.The culture is not 
difficult.Fall planting is usually recommended, but we have 
set hundreds of them in the spring with perfect success.All 
that is essential in this respect is to plant them as early as 
the ground can be worked,to permit root action before real 
spring warmth starts the stem growth.Any good soil,fairly 
fertile will grow this Lily perfectly,if it is well drained. 
No Lily will tolerate wet feet,and this one is no exception. 
Do not overdo the use of manures,or chemicals either in the 
enrichment of the soil.Of the two,old manure is to be preferred 
and it should be worked deeply below the bulb.Then a very 
small amount,or a light dusting of good fertilizer,may be 
worked into the soil above the bulb to feed the stem roots which 
form there.But keep either form away from the bulb itself.

ECHINACEA,WHITE LUSTRE. 


To a plantsman,a 'break! in the fixed color characteristic 
ofsome old friend,is of supreme interest.So it was that when 
rirst we heard that the Purple Coneflower,which we had known 
and grown for nearly thirty years,and which had shown only a 
few minor changes of form,and none of ‘color,in all that time, 
had produced a white form,we couldn't rest until we possessed 
it.Many of you will know the common form,or the improved sort 
known as The King,and need only be told that this plant is 
identical with the type save that the color is a very good 
clear white.To those who are unfamiliar with the family,let 
us explain that Echinacea purpurea(also known as Rudbeckia 
purpurea) is a native American,common from Pennsylvania south 
end west.It grows to some five feet at most,sturdily erect, 
the flowers in a spreading head appearing from midsummer to 
fall.The culture is simple in any good soil,and the plant has 
large foliage,making it an ideal background plant in the border.

PLANTS ARE SCARCE. 


As the catalogs begin to pour in,it may 
seem to you that the above title is not 
true.But it is true neverthelesssAnd, there 
are two ways of proving it,one of which 
you can easily use,and the other,you might 
but shouldn't! For the easy proof,take any 
nursery catalog of the years before 1940, 
and make s comparison of the same firm's 
list of this_year 1946. The other way is 
to ask for a price on a thousand plénts of 
almost anything,or of a hundred plants of 
the perennials,or roses,most in the news. 
Herdly any firm has a quantity of every- 
thing,and no one can say that if he should 
sell out his entire stock of some unusual 
item,he would be able to replace it. 


At this writing,Roses may be had only 
from those firms which make a specialty of 
them at retail.We doubt that if we were to 
place an advertisement in any of our trade 
papers for a thousand plants of any popular 
Hybrid Tea,we would get a reply.Not but that 
you can still buy Roses,at retail,from the 
firms which have them.But you should not 
delay doing so. 


Fruit trees are even fewer than in the 
past two years.Most firms have been selling 
one year old material,and now find them- 
selves with not even that to offer.But do 
not make that an excuse for putting off 
planting! The demand will certainly take 
the available supply this year,and it will 
be at least two years before they can be 
really plentiful.In that time,the tree you 
plant this year will be well on toward 
flowering. 


But it is in the selection of hardy 
plants,that the greatest shortage is to be 
found.True,seedlings have been grown,in 
considerable amounts and some of them are 
of real merit.But Bleedingheart,-now there's 
a scarce item! Usually,we have several 
thousand on hand.This year,we have less 
than five hundred,and could have sold all 
of them many times,for as much as we are 
charging for them.And if you are a plant 
connoisseur,and want the new and choicely 
good things,you'l1l find them conspicuous 
by their absence from the catalogs.And 
there are no long lists of varieties ofany 
plants,save the things like Peonies and 
Iris,whose nature makes them permanent 
in the garden as well as in the catalog. 
Suppose you like Rockery plants,-where 
could you find an offering of a dozen kinds 
of Rockroses,at the moment.We don't know, 
ourselves! They just disappeared in the 
War years.Perhaps it is as well.But these

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GROWING LILIES FROM SEED. 


We can be fairly certain that if our 
offering. of Lily seed on these pages has 
no other immediate result,it will bring us 
a flood of requests for information as to 
how it may be successfully planted.In tnat 
anticipation,we offer this advice,with the 
warning that the method outlined is most 
satisfactory here.It should work for you. 


Lily seed,like that of most hardy per- 
ennial plents,requires a certain amount of 
shade to ensure germination.While a few 
sorts may be sown in the open field bed, 
with fairly satisfactory results,we feel 
that the percentage is much higher with 
shade,and the resulting growth will be 
further advanced in the same period,if 
shade is used.We would add a word of caution 
here.Some Lilies germinate their seed in 
a short time after sowing,but do not show 
above ground until the second year.None of 
those we offer are of that type,hawever. 


Select 6 place for a seedbed that is 
sure to be well drained in the wettest 
weather.In so small an area,it is easier 
to add water,than to be fighting it.The 
soil should be moderately fertile only. 

Do not add any quantity of stable manure 

or of any strong chemical fertilizer.The 
best soil would be one that had been well 
manured a few years before,one at least, 
and preferably two,and then fertilized for 
a crop that has been well weeded.This 
usually results in a soil of fair tilth, 
fertile enough,with most of the worst weeds 
eradicated,end with the chance of trouble 
from fungi inthe soil,or in the manure, 
attacking the germinating seedlings, kept 

as low as is possible without soil steril- 
ization.Over this bed,which should be well 
loosened,place a small frame of boards, 
perhaps six inches high.Four feet wide is 
convenient for weeding,and of course it may 
be as long as desired.Settle the frame into 
the loose soil,get it level,or slightly 
tilted to the south,and rake the soil fine 
inside it. 


Shade for this frame should be prepared 
in advance.We make ours of 4! lath,which 
are tacked to strips of 1x2" material long 
enough to cross the frames.Lath are laid 
tightly on these strips,and then every other 
one is nailed down.The spacing is thus 
easily accomplished.Two other lath should 
be fitted on a diagonal across the under 
side of the shade rack,to prevent it from 
folding up,or getting out of square.This 
completes the needed equipment,and prep- 
arations.

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WHY WE GARDEN. 


Not long ago,s friend loaned us a copy 
of "Meet your Ancestors", by Roy Chapman 
Andrews.It wasn't the first of his writings 
we had read by any means,but in many ways 
it was the most interesting.Some of the 
things we learned were entirely new to us, 
and while we were familiar with the evolution 
of Man,we hadn't given so much thought to 
Man during the process of evolution. 


Our ancestors didn't garden.They just 
helped themselves to what they found on the 
earth as they went slong,which was palat- 
able, At first,they were 
meat eaters,almost exclusively,then they 
began to grub for roots,and to eat seeds. 
Eventually, they settled down for a period 
in one spot,and began to cultivate the 
soil.There Dr.Andrews left the matter. 


As we read,we recalled another favorite 
story,"The World was my Garden".We urged 
you all to read it,some years ago.If you 
did,you recall that the author told of his 
searches the world over,-not for new pléents 
but for improved forms of well known ones, 
in most cases.And it was rarely that he 
failed to find what he seught,which is a 
tribute to his pertinacity.But it also is 
a tribute to the unknown Man,or Men,who in 
the Dawn Ages,noted that a certain plant 
or tree or shrub excelled its kind,and 
began the practide of gerdening,for after 
all gardening is the cultivation of the 
soil,whether it be to raise a crop of grain 
of fruit,or of flowers. 


It may truthfully be said that the more 
civilized the race,the greater gardeners 
they have become.This is true for two rea- 
sons.First,-Gardening is a means to the end 
of survival,and those races which failed 
to learn to till and care for the soil,did 
not long survive.Second,-the longer we 
garden,the more fixed the habit becomes. 
And it follows that the more civilized we 
are,the longer we have been gardening. 

A habit persisted in for a long time becomes 
a fixture.And that it is a fixture,we can 
testify.For we have never met a person 

who would not profess some interest in the 
growing of plents.And some of the best and 
grecstest gardeners we have known,were men 
and women of the highest attainments in 
other walks of life.If you think that it 

is because we are gardeners, that we make 
this statement,we suggest that you look 
about you,or try talking gardening on trains 
or busses,to perfect strangers.You may be 
surprised.

Why we garden,-con. 


Gardening takes strange forms.Maybe you 
haven't always recognized it.One of the 
commonest is the wealthy man's desire to 
own a farm.It may be camouflaged,és was 
thet of a friend of ours who years ago re- 
purchased the hill farm on which he had 
spent his boyhood.Not because of any sen- 
timental regard he felt for the place,he 
said.Instead,hne felt sure that he could 
meke the plece pay! That he never even 
remotely did that,never bothered him.He 
didn't go swimming in the brook.But we 
have seen him peddling the Strawberries he 
grew there,thru the nearby villege! And 
as another form,we might mention a leading 
lawyer of his time,who cared nothing for 
flowers,but spent hours of thought,and 
dollers 6s well,on having a perfect lawn 
all the summer thru. 


It is interesting to speculate on these 
two ments ancestors. It seems to us evident 
that at some time,they must have feasted 
on wild berries,and noticed that some were 
lerger and sweeter than others.Or may have 
noted that when the summers heat was come, 
certain gresses were still green and soft 
under foot,and relished by the cattle who 
grazed there,while others were sere and 
brown.But don't misunderstsnd.We aren't 
referring to your father and grandfather. 
If we were,you might be nurserymen too, 
like some good friends of ours who cannot 
recall when they weren't heering gardening 
talk,passed down from generation to gener- 
ation in Scotland;Holland;England;or America 
No,we go farther back than that.In every 
one of us is «6 heritage from an ancestor we 
might not even wish to claim,if suddenly 
confronted with him,but who was 6 gardener 
just the same.It is inbred in some,in others 
it is not a dominant characteristic, but it 
is there. 


It's just a suggestion of course,but why 
not see how submerged that characteristic 
is in your being.Many of you have become 
garden conscious only of late,with Victory 
Gardens.Others have read perhaps,of the 
newer agriculture,-of new angles of attack 
on insects end diseases;of new ways of 
méintaining fertility,or of harvesting and
